The next parlizmentary term ought 
W bY a period of reforming energy and 
of progress in liberalism in the 
broadest sense; There is no doubt, 
taking the Dominion as a wholef the 
government is supportad by a very 
considerable majority of ‘the Eng- 
lish speaking people. Ontario has done 
as it hand « perfect right: to do under 
free institutions. We think some of 
its poople were mistaken and were 
carried away by passions raised ini*‘a 
most unscrupulous fashion. We be- 
lieve if will recognize that, cad its 
opinion «. few months hence will be 
very «di fereat from what it is  to- 
day. Our concern is not of tha gov- 
ernment, which is strongly and ade- 
quately sustained, but we should very 
deep'y regret the raising of a race 
quarrel and hore the patriotism 
of Canada will prevent such a calam-

The Mail says: The result of 
the electidn is the return of 
the Laurier government to power, 
somewhat. reduced in strength. It 
seems prdbable tthe ministerial ma- 


jority wiil stand in the neighborhood 
of forty-five, as against fifty-seven, 
when the house dissolved, but the 
force of the government, that is to 
say, the balance upoy which it hangs, 
is drawn from Quebec. In other pro- 
vinces the majority in the house : is 
against it, and the popular vote is 
very heavily so. When laying out 
the campaign the ministers made 
what may b: term@d a . “dadad set” 
upon certain of the conservative 
leaders. They threw “themselves es- 
pecially against Tupper, and accom- 
plished ‘his defeat, which will be but 
temporary. Foster, who is feared and 
hated by every element, because af 
the marvellous ability with which he 
has exposed it in parliament, was 
marked for pititack inf “a way ¢pecul- 
iar to the machine, and has met a 
reverse, o® which, wnder the circum- 
stances, he ‘has no read 4x to be 
ashamed. Hugh John Macdonald went 
fo:ta ‘to face Sifton and his horde 
af carruptionists. He was beaten, 
but nobody will believe Sifiton woni by 
the free choca of the people of Bran- 
don. Montague is retired for the pre- 
sent in Haldimand. Corrupt influences 
have run him ‘out as wefshall see 
later On. For ‘the rest the govern- 
ment ‘took even chances, but depend- 
ed chiefly upon its racial cry in Que- 
bec to pull it through. In that 
province it campaigned almost ex- 
clusively on race lines. Racial and 
anti-British flppeals reacted upon 
the government in the other prov- 
inces, as they might be expected to 
do. Ontario, it is gratifying to noite, 
has resented them strongly, as it 
has also resentod the prevailiny' un- 
cleanness, ‘boodling and the extrav- 
agance. Into the Ontario campaign 
Laurier entered with a majority of 
twelve at his back, and qut of it he 
comes twenty-two behind.

ENGLAND INTERESTED. 

The elections in the United States 
anid Canada occupied tthe attentian' 
of England thraughout the week in 
an wnprecedented extent. Of the two 
great contests, that between President 
McKinley and Wm. J. Bryan was the 
more closely watched. There is no 
eencealing the fact that Mr. McKin- 
ley’s re-election meets with the ut- 
most inanimous epproval of the press 
and public, while ithe foreign, officefex- 
presses undisguised relief that it will 
not have jto deal with a new set of 
diplomats in ‘this critical state ne 
affairs in the far east and in other 
parts ef the world. Among the col- 
umns of comments appearing in the 
journals there is common! to allian ex- 
pression of surprise at the return to 
power of ithe existing governments of 
Great Britain, ihe United “tates and 
Canada, and rightly or wrongly, the 
deduction is drawn that this reversal 
of the usual orden of things js due to 
the wondrous spread of “Imperialistia 
ideas” among English speaking peo- 
ple.

CHANGE IN WHEAT GRADES. 

The grain standards board met at 
Winnipeg for the continuation of the 
| discussion, of the advisability of reduc- 
} ing the number of grades of Manitoba 
‘spring wheat, The fallowing resolu- 
tions were passed and subsequently 
endorsed at an informal. joint meet- 
ing of the board and the grain ex- 
change: 

' “Dha't it is the! opinion’ of this board 
tdoa, wheat would be best served by 
niaking the following changes in the 


ac- 
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schedule of grades, viz: That the 
grades of Nop 2 hard and No. 1 north- 
ery be consolidated under the name of 
Noy 1 northern, and having the pres- 
ent qualifications of No. 1 northern 
with! ‘no less than 60 per cent. of bard 
wheat, 

“That the name of Nxt 2 northern be 
changed to that of No. 1 Maniitoba 
spring; the grade h-ving not less than 
45\ per cent. of hard wheet, and weigh- 
ing not less than 58 pounds per. bushel: 
and that any wheat not good enough 
td grade No. 1 Menitoba wheat be 
graded as Nol 2 Manitoba spring, in 
the discretion of the inspectors.” 

In connection with grading . dried 
Wwheatl the following resolution - was 
passed: 

“That in cases where tough wheat 
has been dried, the inspector be in- 
strutted to inspect out of ‘terminal 
elevators whet so dried on a clean 
certificate when he considers it equal 
{tol the standéird of such grades, This 
is (to apply ‘to commercial grades only.” 

The changes, if carried out, will 
make Manjitoba grading almost equal | 
to that of Duluth, The handling of 
the wheat from here anid for export 
ti the east, it is believed, would be 
greatly ‘benofitted by the change, 
though Ontario millers were at first 
opposed, to ‘the change, It is under 
stoodi‘that in fixings a grade of No. 2 
Manitoba spring wheat they are bet-

FRAUDULENT SELLING OF SCRIP. 

The means adopted by some of the 
more wnscrupulous recipients of half 
breed scrip by which to raise money 
ow’ their sorip| ard highly: dishonest, A 
scrip is generally purchased from the 
half-breed before he has actually re- 
ceive itt He sells for a certain 
amount, receives so much down, and 
gives: a power of alttorney to the mur- 
chaser. This plan has unlimited pos- 
sibilities, The half-breed can sell the 
same scrip to sever different people 
being limited) only to the number of 
victims he can fiad. The commission 
of course, do al] in their power to pro- 
tect a legitimate purchaser and pre- 
vent fraudulent dealing by the half- 
breed. Notices are now posted up giv- 
ings notice of the scrips that are to be 
given out that day. Thus alj_ holders 
of powers of attorney are enabled to 
present them and, so far as possible, 
firotect themselves, A case in point 
bourred last week when Patrick De- 
lorme, who was entitled to a_ scrig, 
sold it in advance to four different 
prople. About the highest value of a 
land scrip is $150, Delorme by going 
to’ different people got over $300 in all. 
When the condition of affairs was dis- 
covered Delorme was arrested by the 
mounted police on information charg- 
ing! him with fraud. He was confin- 
ed in the barracks here for several 
days whea the matter was _ settled 
by Delorme being brought up under 
police custody to receive his scrip 
from the commissioners. The scrip 
wag sold and the amount! received ap- 
plied to reimburse the different pur- 
chasers, the difference being made up 
by relatives of Delorme, The charge 
was then drepped.

REPORTED DEAD IN THE NORTE. 

The Catholic Sentinel, of Chippewa 
Falls, Wisconsin, chronicles the death 
of! John McDonald, formerly a resident 
of Chippewa Ooulnlty, and says: 

Mr. McDonald left:Edmomtton = in 
April, 1898, with a party of three, to 
Prospect. They were supplied with 
money and pirovisions and expected ‘to 
make a long journey. They prospect- 
ed on the Peace river for some ‘time 
and not; being successful, packed across 
country ‘to the Liard river, where the 
search for the yelldw, mafial was con- 
titted, Hore ithe party separated. 
three of ‘the members returning home, 
McDonald and a man named John P, 


Christie, a native of Mexville, Gien- 
garry Co, Onit., continued on the jour- 
ney 100 miles north of «he Liard to 
the Finlay river, In August they met 
a party on the way to Fort Graham. 
The two were fatigued from the long 
journey. Christie died and in pompeny 
with another man named *MiccDonald 
whom John McDonald, the latter met 
continued the journey in the direction 
of Fort Graham. Thajt place was nev- 
er reached. When last seen the two 
McDonalds were travelling in an old 
boat which had been given them by 
a tparty they met at Summit lake, ‘the 
head waters of the Finlay river. The 
fate of the two men is unknown, Int 
dians tell of a dangerous rapids in ‘the 
Fiolay river ‘through which no man 
has passed alive, and it’ is the general 
supposition of John McDanald’s friends 
that they: were lost in this rapids. 


FINAL WORD OF SIR CHARLES.

have shortened ry life by the piriva- 
<ions incident to campaign work. My 
friends and colleagues in the Haase 
are good enough ‘to say very kind 
things about me and that work. They 
are too considercite, but I thank them 
cordially far (the expressions of good 
will. In the quiet of my home life 
I will not be an indifferent’ spectator 
of public events, I will take the 
greatest pleasure in seeing the con- 
servative (party, ‘now united to a man, 
taking its picce in the House and be- 
fore the country waging their battles 
by younger men, full @f vigor, Lope, 
endurance, and having behind them a 
godi cause, the securing for thé peo- 
pie of Canada wise legislation, righite- 
ous laws and fair play to all creeds 
and nationalities, As I stap dut of 
public life I am proud to be able to 
say thai 1 never wsed nor countemanc- 
ed the using of any buit{ cme policy in 
each, and all jthe provinces, I .defy 
any man to sally that I have ever re- 
flected mipon any nationality or done 
dther than-help to pefaenit; the: bond of 
union beteon all the races as Oana- 
dians with e common heritage and a 
common future. God forbid that there 
should be anything but ‘peace and good 
will throughout the Dominion: There 
is a grealt future for the conservative 
party, eind its future has not at any 
time in four years lookad ug bright as 
to-day, Relief from public life is a 
boon, the grealtest I have enjoyed for 
years. Remember my age. Ths 
party would not lister to tha 
idea of my resigning. I could not in- 
sist wpan doing sq against a united 
protest had not the gaod people of 
Cape Breton comity ave given me 
the opportunity. I made no great ef- 
fort to hold Cape ‘Breton, for I felt 
my duty to my (party was to be in the 
fight ito help my supporters rather 
than to concentrate my efforts mpon 
one seat.
